1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest circuits and methods for reducing unnecessary 
changes to outputs of latch circuits. In particular, a method comprises: receiving an 
input signal by a latch circuit in conjunction with a command; determining if the 
command is an invalid command; and latching the first input signal with the latch circuit 
only if it is determined the command is not invalid.
